It is simply that the other books and their 
promotion (sometimes one of these, jo me times both) comnercialize on the Tresldencv and 
take lioertieG v/L'in uhe suoject r.ujttsr th<at 1 regard fos not in their national interest 
and not "'ppropria to. It is for tnis reason 1 usually refrain from any public "aontlon 
of it. 'fas kind of a st^ry you project wou.ldk help me and my sales. I think it is not 
at unis tifii-3 htulpfiil to the ultimata disclosure o.C tho conpletost possible truth or 
the ready understendiag of the people. It can ba misused and misinterpreted. 

People v/ho ore f.riends of mine snix do business with r. publisher who Vios 
brought out a competitive book spoke to me several times to pe-lfTsuede me to file suit 
egainat him, first Insisting I demand an injunction to prevent dainroge an • ultimately 
telliiif.^ .ae tnat publisher was hololng off on his own oro.motions to ex.lioit tlB suit he 
assuraed I’d file. ^ haa nov>3r in any way i.idicst 0 d this intention and I do not now 
have it. citn that particular book my task is easy. I have checked enough of it to 
find exact duplications of Goo-inc iusivs footnotes, too rootrictei footnotes, eisc'^rpted 
direct quotatiens vvhlch exclude exactly those words I omitted from tho beginning and 
end and including all I did ia between. 

^ 0 t 1 have done nothing. I think this is the way it should be, bed'auss of the 
subject matter. 1 hope you will undorstana this. To a large degree I share tha 
view often expressed that en entire book was taken from rae. I do not like my name and 
reputation misused by erioulicr for commerciol purposes wiiihour iny consent, \vhi( 3 h would 
not heve been given. You may remember Curtis Crawfe-rd comaented on this, unsolicltedly, 
more^ than three months ago. But there are more important things, haury, especially 
here. I think the Meimedy family has done many wrong things. I do not assault their 
motives, I do not address the things tliey Vji-.ve none I thinl they should not have, and I 
try on.d maku oc .ivprchenrjible what they have and have not done and the position they 
were in and «* 3 r '. 

while I cannot to .11 you not bo do this, I cannot help you oith it, Maury. 
Eventually it wil^. be said, an I may say it mysoli, sane years hence; but not nov/. 
Thon.es anyway. In a little ?'-hile the situation may chonge. others also know it. I have 
been told by the soiiior editor oi oneof the major rnageziiies that lie has soon my work 
in eight others, including identical paragi^aph structure.
